WILL REMADJ CHIEF. 


Tlie K . off I<, RelegmlMi D«iit>« 
Powderly to Continne a« Oltlet 
—Bany Bxpelled. 


iNDiANAFOiiis, Nov. 19.—The com- 
mittee on grieveâiice of the Knights of 
Labor assembly Saturday afternoon re- 
ported on the celebrated Bany case. 
Thomas B. Barry, of Mic^ngan, a mem- 
ber of the general executive board, was 
expelled from the order by that board 
for, it is alleged, circulating viUifying 
reports about other members, notably in 
his speech last spring in Cooper Union, 
New York. Yesterday he made public a 
statement prepared by him in which he 
denovinces the master workman faction 
and its ^ e g e d misdeeds. 
He charged 
that all the oflficial machinery of the 
order was used to its detriment .ind to 
keep Mr. Powderly in i)ower, and says 
that undue means were resorted tain 
order to get him (Barry) out of the 
order. 


The desire of the delegates to continue 
T. V. Powderly as their chief has been 
expressed to him formally. The seven 
delegates who represent the Canadian 
assemblies called on him and asked him 
to accept the office once more. 
He gave 
them to undei-stand he would do so pro- 
vided he could choose his own advisors 
on the general executive board. Eveiy- 
thing indicates that he will be given his 
wish, and there is now only a difference 
of opinion regarding the way that it 
shaU be done. 
One plan is for him to 
choose eight names, four of which shall 
be selected by the assembly.

Henry Meyers undertook the part of 
the "Goddess of Liberty" but failed in 
it. The canoe in which the unsuccessful 
candidates, with J. B. White as captain, 
was taken only two squares and aban- 
doned, the captain failing to material- 
ize. 
"Tumpike Bill" was all decorated 
and looked too sweet for anything. The 
bonfire which consisted of a sycamore 
stump filled with com stalks and satur- 
ated with a very poor quality of oil was 
set on fire and went up mostly in smoke 
and very little blaze. 
This ended the 
greatest failure of the campaign.

Mr. Blaine's troubles 
are just dawning. 


PBESIDENT FRRZGERAIID, of the Irish 
National League of America, has issued 
an appeal for funds to support the PM- 
nell case before the English commission 
The paper is penned after the style of 
Mr. Fitzgerald's republican 
campaign 
speeches. 
He might suggest that Gen 
eral Harrison head the list. 


THE commissions of seventy-five presi- 
dential postmasters expire between now 
and March 4, and it is announced that 
President Cleveland will nominate suc- 
cessors as fast as there are vacancies, 
appointing democrats in each case. He 
might have endeared himself to office 
seekers by a movement of the sort a year 
or so ago, but he preferred to be honest 
about it. 


IT has been announced in Minneapolis, 
Milwaukee, and St. Louis that the flour 
mills will shut down December 1, and it 
is said there is a gigantic flour trust, the 
purpose of which is to force up the price 
of bread. 
The people who gave trusts 
and combinations a semi-indorsement 
by voting the republican ^cket, can 
now contemplate their triumph at the 
family fireside. 


J. H. PABNEMI, brother of Charles 
Stewart Pamell, who has just arrived in 
New York, says: "In Ireland everything 
is more 
prosperous than it has been 
for years. 
The harvest has been good, 
the rents are lower than they have been 
within the recollection of any man liv- 
ing, and if they only had home rule 
they would be the most contented and 
prosperous race in Europe. 
But there 
will be no permanent good until they 
have home rule." 


A NERVotJS man walked into a store 
the other day and sat down for half an 
hour or so, when a clerk asked him 
there was anything she could do for 
him. 
He said no, he didn't want any- 
thing. 
The clerk went away and he sat 
there half an hour longer when the pro- 
prietor went to him and asked if he 
wanted to be shown anything. I just 
wanted to sit around. 
My physician 
has recommended perfect quiet for me, 
and says above all things I must avoid 
being in crowds. 
Noticing that you did 
not advertise in the newspapers, 
thought that this would be as quiet 
place as I could 
find, so I just 
dropped in for a few hours' isolation." 
The merchant picked up a bolt of paper 
cambric to brain him, but the man went 
out. 
He said all he wanted was a quiet 
life. 


THE editor of a country paper in Mis- 
somi was slightly indisposed laat week, 
and on publication day the following 
circular was isssued in place of the reg- 
ular paper: 
"As most of our fellow cit- 
izens know, 
we are lying in bed now, 
with one foot in the grave, while four of 
the best physicians of the town surround 
our couch and sew up the gaping woimds 
which disfigure us. After leaving our 
office on Monday night we were brutally 
assaulted by some unknown ruffian who 
chopped us with a hatchet until we were 
almost beyond recognition. 
But we are 
worth ten corpses yet, and when we 
again motmt the tripod there will be a 
rattling of the dry bones that will be 
heai-d from Kansas City to St. Louis. 
We believe that the assault was insti- 
gated, if not perpetrated, by Judge Gil- 
pin, the old relic that we referred to 
last week as a walking embodiment of 
the jim jams who has swindled all the 
washerwomen in town. 
Our paper will 
appear next week, and unless Gilpin 
can prove his influence he will hear 
something about the size of a church 
drop." 


AT least one official document of gen- 
eral intent has received Grand Master 
Workman Powderly's signature since 
the K. of L. convention opened at In- 
dianapolis. 
Saturday afternoon Bev. 
Wilbur F. Crafts, a Presbyterian minis- 
ter and philanthropist of New York, ad- 
dressed the assembly in behaft of Sun- 
day cessation from labor. He carried 
with him as an emblem of toil a saw of 
the kind used by the people of Pales- 
tine made after the same pattern used in 
the Savior's time. It was exactly the 
same kind of a saw that the Savior used 
as a carpenter. 
Extolling manual labor 
thns, MÌ. Crafts, (who, by the way, is 
doing all this on this own account, pay- 


ing his o<wn bills,) deliiwred an intereet- 
ing address, and oonclu^ed with jpre- 
oenting the following petition: 
"The 
a|i4^»gned, adnlt residents of the 
TTnit^States, twenly-^e yeais of age 
or moce, hereby «aniestly peti%jii 
honogtable body to pass a biU 
in the nation's mail and milltaiflBer^oe, 
and in inter-state commeroe, and in the 
District of Columbia and the Territories, 
all Sunday traffic, except works of rdig- 
ion and works of real necessity and 
metay, and such private work by those 
who observe another day as will neither 
interfere with the g«aeral rest noz with 
public worship." 
By a unanimous vote 
the petition was indorsed by the assem- 
bly, signed by Mr. Powdeiiy and Mr, 
Hayes, the secretaty. 
This petition has 
already been indorsed by the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive 
^gineers, the 
Firemen's Association, and other bodies 
of organized laborers. 
Sabbath observ- 
ance is growing in favor with all classes.

There is a very general sentiment 
among all classes of people in this city 
to encourage the movement looking to 
quiet Sabbath and the enforcement of 
the law against the open Sunday saloon 
Yesterday several of the city pastors 
raised their voices in behalf o)^ this re- 
form and pleaded earnestly for the edu 
cation of a public sentiment that would 
force the law's custodians to listen to 
their wishes and give us a quiet Sab 
bath. 


Among the number were Rev, S. A 


Northrop, of the Baptist church, and 
Rev. Dr. Bams, of the Wayne Street M. 
E. church. 
The subject of Rev. North- 
rop's morning sermon was, "Shall the 
Lord's 
Day be Man's 
Day?" He 
pleaded earnestly for the Christian Sab 
bath and maintained that it should be 
one on which the busy hum of industry 
should be hushed and the doors of com- 
merce and trade closed. 
He alluded to 
the saloon and said these places should 
be closed, not only until noon, but dur- 
ing the whole Sabbath day, and made 
telling argument for a more rigid en> 
forcement of the Sabbath law than that 
now given us by the city officials. 


Dr. Bams' sennon in relation to the 
subject was a magnificent plea for law 
and order. 
He took for his subject, 
"The Observance of the Sabbath," and 
argued that man needed one day of rest 
in seven. 
All Christian nations had 
recognized this Divine law and had 
practiced it, and when it was forgotten 
and was unobserved, as was done in 
France, it led to direful results to the 
people of the nation. 


The sanctity of the Sabbath is a di 
vine law and the abstinence from busi 
ness and the usual pursuits of life on 
that day is just as much a part of the 
law of this state as are the laws against 
murder, robbery and other crimes. Our 
city officials did not hesitate to arrest 
the murderer, the thief, the drunkard, 
and they were imder the same legal ob- 
ligation to arrest and punish the vio 
lator of the Sunday law—the saloon 
keeper who kept his doors open and car- 
ried on his business. 
They had no 
right to conpound crime, and if they ex- 
ecuted the law against one class of crimi- 
nals, they should do so with another. 
The Sunday law should be enforced. 
The reverend gentleman took the posi- 
tion and maintained 
eloquently and 
forcibly that if the m-iyor could close 
the saloons a half Sabbath day, as it was 
claimed was being done, he could and 
ought to close them during the whole 
day. 
Dr. Bams advanced many other 
arguments in behalf of law and order, 
and closed with a magnificent plea for 
the American Sabbath. 
He said its 
sanctity came down to us from the Pil- 
grim Fathers through generations and 
was deeply imbedded as a fundamental 
law of the nation. 
The foreigner knew 
when he came to our shores that this 
was a country with a Christian Sabbath, 
and he had no right to expect that it 
should be one of "open Sunday saloons 
and "beer gardens." 
H h e wanted tliat 
he could go back to the country from 
which he came. He ought not to be 
given that kind of liberty in America. 


The doctor's sermon was a forcible 
and interesting law and order discourse. 
He knows how to talk on any branch of 
the temperance question, and it is prob- 
able 
that he will be heard 
again 
from his pulpit upon the subject of Sun- 
day saloon closing.

school, which makes her live miserable. 
She claims that he is now worth 812,000, 
and that at the time of their marriage he 
converted $1,200 of her money to his 
own use. 
Wherefore, to recompense 
her, she asks a decree of divorce, the 
care of the children and $4,000 alimony.

The front steps at the Pittsburg freight 
house are being, repaired. 


William Shrondle, of the Bass black- 
smith shops, is on the sick list. 


Gus Fromuth, of the Bass machine 
shops, has been on the sick list for sev- 
eral days. 


The question of paying commissions 
to railroad ticket agents is still being 
agitated among the managers of roads. 


Most of the departments of the Bass 
works are now working only nine hours 
a day. 
The new arrangement goes into 
effect to-day. 


The Pittsburg machine shops were 
working Saturday night and all day yes. 
terday on some bolt hammers for the 
blacksmith department. 


The machine department of the Pitts- 
burg shops is now very busy. There are 
eleven engines in the shops for repairs 
and four others are being cut up, or 
scrapped, as they call it. 


November bids fair to be as fatal a 
month for locomotive engineers as was 
June. 
The month is but half gone, and 
six engineers and three firemen have 
been killed in accidents in the United 
States. 


There are now ten locomotives engines 
in the Pittsburg round house having 
their mud drums cleaned. 
This is quite 
a task as a considerable part of the loco- 
motive has to be taken apart when it is 
cleaned. 


Christian Miller, of the Bass works, 
had his hands quite severely burned last 
Friday, while tearing the clothing from 
the body of Carl Pliett, the man whose 
death resulted from the bums he re- 
ceived at the works. 


General Superintendent K. H. Wade 
has issued an address to the heads of 
department on the Wabash, compli- 
menting them upon the good and satis- 
factory work perfoi-med in the last year. 
The roadway and equipments are now 
said to be second to that of no line in 
the country. 


A close observer of railroad affairs 
says: "It is diflScult to see what the 
Pennsylvania people are aiming at in 
the present rate-war, unless it is to 
crowd the weaker lines to the wall. If 
that policy is pursued, then the public 
must be prepared for more bankmpticies, 
and that will biing about a monopoly of 
railroad power. 
Wars of rates among 
railroads, based upon a scramble of the 
best line to get the most it can, have al- 
ways been harmful to both carrier and 
shipper. 


THE WABASH INSPECTION PAKTY. 


T H E SENTINEIJ mentioned at the time 
the presence of the Wabash inspection 
party in our city last Friday, but the 
following particulars will be found in- 
teresting : 


For three years the company has been 
making an annual 
inspection of the 
track and awarding premiums to its 
roadmasters and section men. The 
roadmaster whose division is in the best 
condition receives a premium of SlOO, 
and the section man having his section 
in the best order gets $50. It is for this 
pu'^ose that the present inspection is 
being made. 


The party eat and sleep on board their 
cars and the train was run so as to ad- 
mit of their seeing all of the road to the 
best advantage. 
General McNuJta, re- 
ceiver of the Wabash, expected to have 
been with the party, but on Sunday was 
called to New York on important busi- 
ness. 


General Superintendent K. H. Wade, 
in the absence of Gen. McNulta, issued 
the following addre.s8 to the heads of de- 
partments to be delivered to the various 
employes of the road: 


In completing this our third annual 
inspection, I wish, in behalf of the re- 
ceiver, Gen. John McNulta, to tender 
his regrets at not being able to join and 
accompany the party over the line as he 
had fully intended to do. 
Urgent and 
important business, 
however, 
called 
him away at the last moment. 
I am, 
however, requested by the receiver to 
tender to each and every officer and em- 
ploye his earnest and hearty thanks and" 
congratulations for the good and satis- 
factory work performed during the year. 
We wish to compliment all in every de- 
partment for the improvement so notice- 
able and for the fine condition the rail, 
way and its equipment has been placed 
in. 
We hope that every one will be en- 
couraged to make renewed efforts during 
the coming year, and not only maintain 
the high degree of excellence already 
acquired, but continue to improve and 
advance, taking advantage of our own 
and the experience of others, so that we 
may show as much improvement dur- 
ing the coming year as we have in the 
one juflt passed. 
I once mor« thank 
yon ftU for your past efforts, and wish 
you and yours a pleasant and profit- 
able future, not only for the coming 
year but for many years to come.

THE editor of a country paper in Mis- 


souri was slightly indisposed last week, 
and on publication day the following 
circular was isssued in place of the reg- 
ular paper: "As most of our fellow cit- 
zens know, we are lying" in bed now, 
with one foot in the grave, while four of 
he best physicians of the town surround 
our couch and sew up the gapingwounds 
which disfigure us.

We believe that the assault was insti- 
gated, if not perpetrated, by Judge Gil- 
pin, the old relic that we referred to 
lost week its a walking embodiment of 
the Jim jams who has swindled all the 
washerwomen in town. 
Our paper will 


appear next week, and unless Gilpin 
can • prove his influence he will hear 
something about the size of a church 
drop." 


There is a very general sentiment 


among all classes of people in this city 
to encourage the movement looking to a 
quiet Sabbath and the enforcement of 
the law against the open Sunday saloon. 
Yesterday several of the city pastors 
raised their voices in behalf ol this re- 
form and pleaded earnestly for the edu- 
cation of a public sentiment that would 
force the law*8 custodians to listen to 
their wishes and give us a quiet Sab 
bath. 


Among the number were Rer. 8. A. 


Northrop, of the Baptist church, and 
Rev. Dr. Barns, of the Wayne Street M. 
E. church. The subject of Rev. North- 
rop's morning sermon was, "Shall {he 
Lord's 
Day be Man's 
Day?" He 


pleaded earnestly for the Christian Sab 
bath and maintained that it should be 
one on which the busy hum of industry 
should be hushed and the doon of com- 
merce and trade cloaed. 
He alluded to 


the saloon and said these places should 
be closed, not only until nuou, bat dur- 
ing the whole Sabbath day, and made a 
telling argument tor a more rigid en- 
forcement of the Sabbath law than that 
now given us by (he city officials. 


Dr. Barns' sermon in relation to the 


subject was a magnificent plea for law 
and order. 
He took for Ms subject, 


"The Observance of the Sabbath," and 
argued that man needed one day of rest 
in seven. 
All Christian nations had 


recognized this Divine law and had 
practiced it, and when it was forgotten 
and was unobserved, as was done in 
France, it led to direful results to the 
people of the nation. 


The sanctity of the Sabbath is a di- 


vine law and the abstinence from busi- 
ness and the usual pursuits of life on 
that day is jnst as much a part of the 
law of this state as are the law* against 
murder, robbery and other crimes. Our 
city officials did not hesitate to arrest 
the murderer, the thief, the drunkard, 
and they were under the same legal ob- 
ligation to arrest and punish the vio- 
lator of the Sunday law—the saloon 
keeper who kept his doors open and car- 
ried on his business. 
They had no 


right to conpound crime, and if they ex- 
ecuted the law against one class of crimi- 
nals, they should do so with another. 
The Sunday law should' be enforced. 
The reverend gentleman took the posi- 
tion and maintained eloquently and 
forcibly that if the nviyor could close 
the saloons a half Sabbath day, as it was 
claimed was being done, he could and 
ought to close them during the whole 
day. Dr. Barns advanced many other 
arguments in behalf of law and order, 
and closed with a magnificent plea for 
the American Sabbath. 
He said its
